WASHINGTON,  May  30.— Under  the 
Bhaded  arches  of  the  Washington  Na- 
tional cemetery  President  Taft  spoke, 
not  BO  much  as  the  friend  of  peace, 
but  as  the  enemy  of  war.  Thousands 
of  veterans  tramped  the  hot  asphalt 
of  the  streets,  crossed  the  Potomac  and 
trudged  dusty  roads  to  Arlington  to 
hear  the  president  speak. 

Thoussands  of  others  came  in  auto- 
mobiles and  by  street  cars,  and  when 
Mr.  Taft,  with  Secretary  of  War  Stlm- 
Bon  came  whizzing  up  to  the  vine- 
covered  amphltiieatre,  there  were  fully 
ten  tliousand  people  in  the  seats  and 
crowded  about  the  speaker's  stand.  It 
probably  was  the  most  largely  attended 
Memorial  Day  celebration  Washington 
has  seen. 

"Far  be  It  from  'me,"  said  the  presi- 
dent, "to  minimize  in  any  way  the  debt 
we  owe  the  men  buried  here  who  carried 
on  the  successful  struggle  that  resulted 
In  the  abolition  of  the  cancer  of  slavery, 
which  seemed  ineradicable  save  by  such 
an  awful  slaughter  of  the  brightest  and 
bravest  and  best  of  the  nation's  yonth 
and  manhood. 

■•I  shall  not  discuss  whether  It,  might 
have  been  possible  to  accomplish  the 
same  reform  by  milder  methods. 
Whether  that  be  true  or  not.  the 
supremacy  of  those  men  who  lie  about 
us  in  the  cause  of  advancing  humanity 
cannot  ever  he  lessened  or  obscured 
by    such    a   suggestion. 

"But  the  thought  at  which  I  would 
but  hint  this  morning.  Is  that  ev«n  the 
hallowed  presence  of  these  dead,  whose 
Ideals  of  patriotism  and  love  of  their 
coufltrymen  it  needed  a  war  to  make 
everlastingly  evident,  we  should  abate 
no  effort  and  should  strain  every  nerve 
and  avail  ourselves  of  every  honorable 
possible  device  to  avoid  war  In  the 
future. 

"I  am  not  lilind  to  the  aid  in  creating 
sturdy  manhood  that  the  military  dis- 
cipline we  see  in  the  standing  armies 
of  Europe  and  tn  the  regular  army  of 
this  country  furnishes,  nor  do  \  deny 
the  incidental  benefits  that  may  grow 
out  of  the  exigencies  and  sequelae  of 
war.  But  when  books  are  balanced, 
the  awful  horror.s  of  cither  Internal  or 
International  strife  far  outweigh  the 
benefits  that  may  be  attained  in  it." 
Mr.  »oo8«velt's  "View. 
NEW  YORK,  May  30.— Theodore 
Roosevelt  stood  beside  General  Daniel 
\\'.  Sickles,  the  only  surviving  corps' 
commander  of  the  Civil  war,  at  Grant's 
tomb  this  afternoon  and  aroused  a 
Memorial  Day  throng  to  long  applause 
by  the  denunciation  of  "false  apostles 
of   peace." 

He  referred  to  tlie  days  of  1861,  when, 
he  said,  the  yeterana-  he  addressed  de- 
fied the  lie  told  the  name  of  peace; 
he  voiced  his  faith  in  peace  only  as 
the  handmaiden  of  justice,  and  with 
vigorous  gestures,  he  stirred  the  gather- 
ing to  tumultuous  cheers  with  the  dec- 
laration that  unrighteous  peace  was  a 
greater  evil  than  war. 

"I  believe  in  national  and  internation- 
al peace."  he  asid,  "but  I  stand  for 
It  only  )us  the  handmaiden  of  Justice. 
You  men  recall  that  in  the  days  of  '61 
thero  were  other  cries  for  peace,  but 
■  there  was  no  peace.  You  are  not  to 
lie  led  by  the  false  apostles  of  peace, 
you  who  ueiieu  llie  ilo  lOlu  iii  '"1,  WuoTi 
that  lie  was  told  in  the  name  of  peace. 
"I  want  peace  with  every  nation,  and 
do  not  see  why  wo  should  not  have  It 
for  an  indefinite  period  as  long  as  other 
nations  behave  thernselves  and  act  In 
such  a  manner  ns  not  to  rob  ,ub  of  our 
sejf-respcct. 

"I    want    to   have    the    navy    kept   up. 
j\    powerful  navy   Is  no  provocative  for 
•war,    but   Is   a    provocative   for   peace.

Hundred  Mile  Race  at  Indi- 
anapolis Hu-rled  Against  the 
Track  Fence,

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MOTOR  SPEEDWAY.  I.NDIANAP- 
OLIS,  May  30. — One  life  was  oacriflced 
and  several  men  were  injured  todaV  in 
the  ftrst  600  mil©  race  on  a  speedway. 
The  race  was  won  by  Ray  Harroun. 
driving  a  Marmon  car,  in  6  hours,  41 
minutes  and  8  seconds.  Closely  press- 
ing Harroun  for  victory  were  Kalph 
Mulford  with  a  Lozler,  who  finished 
second,  and  David  Bruce  Brown,  in  a 
Fiat,  a  good  third. 

Seventy-seven  thousand  persons 
shouted  encouragement  to  the  4o  pilots 
who  started  the  race  at  10  o'clock  this 
morning,  with  untlagging  enthusiasm 
clieered  the  pleaders  in  the  last  laps 
and  watched  the  field  pound  around  the 
course  in  division  of  the  lesser  honors. 
In  the  most  serious  accident  of  the 
day,  S.  P.  Dickson,  of  Chicago,  mechan- 
ician for  Arthur  Grelner,  driving  an 
Amplex,  lost  his  life  In  an  upset  on 
the  back  stretch-  The  race  had  been  on 
but  a  few  minutes,  and  the  Amplex 
was  in  its  thirtieth  mile  when  the  rim 
of  one  of  the  front  wheels  flew  oft. 
The  car  twlsled  on  tho  track,  hurling 
Grelner  and  Dickson  from  their  seats. 
Dickson  was  thrown  against  a  fence 
twenty  feet  away  and  was  terribly  man- 
gled. He  was  killed  instantly.  Grelner 
was  unconscious  when  picked  up,  and 
it  was  feared  he  had  concussion  of 
the  brain,  but  when  revived  at  the  field 
hospital,  it  was  found  that  his  only  in- 
jury was  a  fractured  arm. 

Other  men  Injured  In  the  mishap 
were:  Dave  Lewis,  mechanician  for 
Teddy  Tetzlaft  (Lozler),  right  leg 
broken  near  hip;  Harry  K  Knight,  driver 
of  w«.«!cott,  breaist  bruised  and  possi- 
ble internal  injuries;  John  T.  Glover, 
Knight's  mechanician,  body  bTulsed; 
Bob  Evans,  mechanician  for  Jack  Tower 
(JacKson),  biody  bruised  when  he  leap- 
ed from  car  in  panic;  John  Wood, 
mechanician  for  Joe  Jaogersberger 
(Case),  run  over  and  badly  bruised. 

The  crowd  was  too  large  to  be  con- 
trolled by  the  militia  and  the  hundreds 
of  policemen  posted  about  the  grounds.

GENOA,  May  30.— Roland  Garros, 
the  French  aviator.  Is  now  leading  in 
the  Paris-Turin  and  Rome  air  race. 
He  reached  Pisa  this  evening,  and  will 
remain  there  until  dawn,  when  he 
starts  for  Rome.  His  keenest  rival  In 
the  first  stage  of  the  contest,  Andre 
Beaumont,  who  beat  him  to  Nice,  met 
with  a  serious  misfortune  today  and  Is 
stalled  at  Alasslo,  about  midway  be- 
tween Nice  and  Genoa. 

Frey,  the  German  leprtsentative,  got 
as  far  as  Genoa,  reaching  here  shortly 
after  6  p.m.  From  Nice  to  Genoa, 
Garros  was  saluted  all  along  the 
course  by  soldiers,  bugles,  canucn 
shots  and  cheers  'rom  the  crowds. 
When  he  arrived  here  thousandd  .'ur- 
rounded  him  and  his  machine.  The 
French  and  Italian  flags,  and  later 
flowers,  with  which  the  spectators 
decorated  the  machine,  were  torn  ofl: 
as  momentoes.  Eventually  troops  were 
obliged  to  prulecl  him.  The  departure 
of  Garros  for  Pisa  wag  the  signal  foi; 
fresh  demonstrations,  and  the  air  rang 
with  cries  of  "Viva  Garros,"  Viva 
France." 

Arriving  at  Pisa,  Garros  landed  on 
the  estate  of  the  king,  the  Cascine  dl 
Sanrosore.  Practically  all  the  people 
of  Pisa,  Leghorn  and  the  surrounding 
towns  invaded  the  place,  and  Garro.s 
was  almost  suffocated  by  the  enthus- 
iastic people  who  swept  down  upon  him 
like  an  avalanche,  bore  him  to  earth 
and  finally  carried  him  on  their  shoul- 
ders In  triumph,  while  women  covered 
liim  with  flowers. 

The  aviator.  In  telling  of  his  exper- 
iences, said  he  had  encountered  ex- 
tromel'y  stormy  weather,  and  several 
times  was  In  danger  of  being  capsized. 
He  seemed,  however,  to  be  in  good 
physical  condition. 

Vrv.v.  who  left  Avignon  at  5:30 
o'clock,  made  an  excellent  tUght  to  Nice 
and  llnally  reached  Genoa  in  a  state  of 
exhaustion.  He  promptly  retired,  and 
will  leave  at  the  earliest  moment  to- 
morrow, hoping  to  catch  up  with  the 
leader.  » 

Beaumont  was  stalled  at  Nice  the 
greater  7)tirt  of  the  day.  H«  worked 
with  feverish  hasto  to  put  hia  machine 
in  order,  and  after  several  un.satlsfac- 
tory  trials,  set  a  straight  course  for 
Genoa.  He  was  compelled  to  descend 
at  Alassio.  Again  he  started  in  a  vio- 
lent wlnd.storm,  but  could  make  no 
more  than  a  few  miles?,  and  returning, 
made  another  landing  at  Alas.slo, 
where  ho  stopped  ovornlglit.  KIiii- 
merllng.  v/ho  landed  liv''t  night  .-a  Hrig- 
noles,  remained  there  jlurlng  the  liay. 
He  tried  a  new  machine,  but  put  it 
aside  as  unsatisfactory,  and  .^cnt  for 
two  others  from  Lyott--^.  He  probably 
will  not  be  able  to  continue  his  jour- 
ney before  tomorow  evening  or  Thurs- 
day.

Excellent  reports  of  the  public  health 
are  made  by  the  medical  health  officer, 
Dr.  O.  A.  B.  Hall,  who  states  that  at  no 
time  has  Victoria  made  a  better  ahow- 
1ns  than  at  present.  There  are  now 
being  treated  at  the  Isolation  hospital 
but  one  case  of  diphtheria  and  five 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  while  a  few  mild 
cases  of  measles,  whooping  cough  and 
mumps  complete  the  list  of  Infectious 
diseases.  With  the  steps  now  being 
taken  in  cleaning  up  the  Insanitary  por- 
tions of  the  city  the  health  conditions 
win    be   still    further    Improvea. 

Work  on   the  new   buildings  In  course 
of    erection   at    the    Isolation   hospital    Is 
progressing  fairly  well.       The  admlnis- 
traUon  building,   as   well   as      the     dis- 
charge  building   will      be      finished     In 
about   ten  days'   time,  as  well     as     the 
largo    brick    structure      to   be    used      for 
scarlet    fever    and    other      mild      cases. 
When    completed    the   amount   spent   on 
these     improvemesta    will    be       In      the 
neighborhood   of   ?20,000.     A  special   ef- 
fort  win   be   made   to   have   the  grounils 
surrounding    the    iso'mlion    hospital 
out  In  such  a  manner  'as  to  make  them 
thoroughly  attractive.     In  other  centres 
this    is   a   feature    of   hospitals    of   this 
nature    and    experience    has    sliown    that 
from    the    standpoint   or    the    weiiare   ot 
patients    treated    the    outlay    was    more 
than   fully   warranted. 

City's  Milk  Teats 
Dr.  Hall  reports  that  Inspection  of 
the  city's  sources  of  milk  supply  shows 
that  the  samples  tested  during  the 
present  month  vary  from  three  to  five 
per  cent,  of  butter  fat.  The  Dominion 
regulations  require  three  and  one-quar- 
ter per  cent,  of  butter  fat.  but  Uie  av- 
erage here  is  higher  than  that,  Indicat- 
ing that  generally  speaking  Victoria's 
milk  supply  is  over  the  standard  re- 
quired, though  there  are  some  instancca 
where  the  minimum  limit"  Is  closely 
pressed. 

Reports  to  the  effect  that  a  piggery 
was  to  be  located  in  tlie  vicinity  of  Kik 
Lake,  and  that  a  riparian  owner  wa.s 
contemplating  the  erection  on  the  shore 
of  the  lake  of  a  septic  tank,  required

AN   OBJXCT   X.ESSOH 

An  ounce  of  demonstration  is  worth  a 
pound  of  theory.  The  one  thing  that 
more  than  anything:  else  Inclined  peo- 
ple In  this  part  of  Canada  to  favor 
reciprocity  was  the  prospect  of  having 
the  market  of  the  United  States  opened 
to  our  lumber.  The  argument  was  made 
that  if  we  had  the  wider  market  we 
would  have  greater  prosperity.  Without 
discussing  the  value  of  the  contention, 
we  direct  attention  to  a  matter  com- 
mented upon  in  the  Colonist  yesterday. 
The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  has  placed  a 
contract  for  8,000,000  feet  of  lumber  In 
Seattle.  The  reciprocity  agreement  does 
not  afCect  the  duties  on  lumber  so  far 
as  imports  Into  Canada  go.  The  conten- 
tion in  favor  of  it  Is  that  the  removal 
or  reduction  of  the  duty  on  our  lumber 
entering  the  United  States  will  vastly 
increase  the  value  of  our  lumber  In- 
dustry. This  transaction  by  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  completely  answers  this 
contention.  If  Fuget  Bound  Milla  can 
come  into  this  province  and  flU  the 
greatest  single  order  ever  placed  on  this 
coast,  what  is  the  use  of  any  one  pre- 
tending that  British  Columbia  mills  can 
find  a  product  for  their  output  in  the 
United  States?  The  case  is  so  very 
clear  that  It  requires  no  argument. 

The  local  Liberal  paper  devotes  a 
good  deal  of  Us  space  to  showing  how 
reciprocity  will  affect  other  parts  of 
Canada,  and  its  sole  argument  Ih  favor 
of  its  acceptance  by  the  people  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  is  that  it  will  reduce 
prices.  Is  this  the  explanation  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  contract  for  lum- 
ber? We  would  be  glad  if  our  contem- 
porary can  throw  some  light  on  this 
point.  In  respect  to  the  argument  from 
lower  prices,  we  are  by  no  means  cer- 
tain that  this  will  Influence  the  people 
on  whom  it  Is  expected  to  have  the 
greatest  effect.  The  appeal  of  our  con- 
temporary is  directed  solely  to  the 
wofkingman,  that  is  to  the  roan  who 
works  for  wages.  Its  endeavor  Is  to 
show  this  man  that  he  can  buy  more 
with  his  money  after  reciprocity  than  he 
can  now.  But  is  it  not  a  matter  of 
doubt  if  the  working  man  desires  to  see 
prices  lowered?  He  knows  as  well  as  any 
one  else  that  if  prices  of  the  things  ho 
hae  to  buy  go  down,  his  wages  are  very 
Ukcly  to  go  down  in  proportion  and  his 
last  stage  will  be  no  better  than  hla 
first,  If  as  good.  He  will  also  realize, 
especially  In  the  light  cast  upon  the  case 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  lumber  con- 
tract, that  one  of  the  effects  of  recipro- 
eUy  may  be  that  industrial  competi- 
tion from  the  republic  may  greatly  In- 
jure local  business  concerns.  It  •will, 
we  are  satisfied,  be  no  argument  in  the 
eyes  of  the  worklngman  to  tell  him  that 
the  farmer,  the  orchardlst,  the  berry- 
grower  or  any  one  else  will  be  unable  to 
sell  his  products  at  the  price  he  receives 
for  them  now.  If  these  people  cannot 
get  present  prices,  they  cannot  pay 
present  wages.  If  our  fruit-growers  are 
to  be  driven  out  of  the  Prairie  markets 
because  of  the  desire  of  the  residents 
of  the  Prairie  Provinces  for  cheaper 
frtdt  from  the  United  States,  and  if  they 
are  to  be  compelled  to  find  a  market  at 
hotne  in  competition  with  United  States 
fruit  for  what  thoy  cannot  sell  on  the 
Prairies,  the  general  standard  of  prices 
for  domestic  product;?,  and  chief  among 
these  is  labor,  wiiich  is  a  product  in  the 
sen.se  that  It  is  something  men  have  to 
sell,  \vill  fall,  if  there  is  any  truth  in 
economic  prlnclpres  at  all.  You  cannot 
bofe'in  to  cut  prices  and  determine  in  ad- 
vcnco  wl.tii'  the  cut  will  atop.  The 
w.-iK^e-ciirnor.'H  inlKht  vote  for  a  policy 
Tjytiich  win  cnlarKe  the  purchasing  power 
^*!!*^^ii^  dollar  If  Ihnt  were  nil  that  Ought 
to  be  conaldcrod;  but  when  he  realizes 
that  one  of  the  con.«!eauence.s  niny  be 
that  lip  will  have  fewer  dollars,  he  la 
very  liUrly  to  concude  It  to  be  good 
poliey    to   lot    well    enoiiRh   alone.

Indeed  il  Ih  the  very 
general  opinion  that  the  company  owes  it 
to  the  merchants  of  this  city  nnd  the 
residents  of  the  Islands  to  establliih 
such  a  service.  It  may  be  that  business 
now  existing  would  not  be  profitable  for 
such  a  steamer  as  the  company  would 
place  on  the  route,  for  its  practice  is 
to  deal  with  auch  matters  in  a  largo 
way,  but  the  experience  of  the  company 
ought  to  show  it  that  business  will  fol- 
low improved  service.  The  history  of 
tho  ferry  service  to  Vancouver  and  Seat- 
tle shows  this.

AmrsxATZoiN 


The  talk  of  annexation  is  very  desult- 
ory, but  it  continues.  We  think  all  Can- 
adians should  resent  it.  It  implies 
some  sort  of  superiority  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States,  s.  superiority  that 
does  not  exiat.  It  implies  that  there 
is  something  in  the  institutions  of  the 
United  States  that  Canadians  would 
like  to  enjoy,  but  are  prevented  from 
sharing  because  of  their  existing  pol- 
itical condition.  It  suggresta  that  tliero 
is  a  prestige  attaching  to  citizenship 
of  the  United  States  which  Canadians 
do  not  enjoy  aa  citizens  of  the  Empire. 
It  presupposes  th'^t  Canadians  desire 
these  things  and  therefore  In  their 
heart  of  hearts  are  ready  to  be  annex- 
ed. This  superiority,  these  features  of 
United  States  institutions,  this  imagin- 
ed prestige  are  non-existent.  There  la 
not  an  intelligent  Canadian  today  wtho 
believes  his  country  has  anything  to 
gain  by  annexation.  It  is  surprising, 
therefore,  how  we  listen  to  or  read  thlH 
talk  about  annexation  with  absolute 
complacency.  We  treat  It  with  indif- 
ference. When  a  United  Statea  public 
man  emits  some  nonaense  on  the  sub- 
ject, v.-c  slropiy  smile;  when  a  British 
paper  talks  about  It,  we  attribute  It  to 
ignorance.  The  time  has  come  when 
we  ohould  actively  resent  any  sugges- 
tion that  annexation  to  tho  United 
States  Is  within  the  scope  of  possibil- 
ity. We  are  as  Canadians  desirous  of 
seeing  the  most  friendly  relations  ei- 
tabllathed  between  the  :  vo  countries 
but  we  propose  to  maintain  our  inde- 
pendent national  exist j.icc  within  the 
Fmpire,  and  to  work  out  our  destiny  in 
our   own   way. 


THE   FSZZrCZ:    OP   OPTIMISTS 


JCot  to  know  P.  X.  O'FirrcU  was  once 
upon  JEi  time  to  argue  onc-elf  unknown 
in  British  Columbia.  Mr.  O'Farrell  Is 
the  Incarnation  of  optimism  and  he  has 
a  picturesque  way  of  stating  bia  views 
that  carriea  every  one  along  with  him. 
He  has  been  talking  lately  to  the  Mont- 
real Star,  and  that  paper  haa  printed 
a  summary  of  what  he  said.  I^  ought 
to  have  let  him  say  it  in  his  own  words, 
for  It  would  have  made  better  reading 
and  be  more  accurate  in  details.  But 
as  it  has  not  done  so,  we  must  take 
what  we  can  get  and  here  is  what  the 
Star  reports  Mr.  O'Farrell  as  having 
said: 

In  three  years,  British  Columbia 
will  be  in  the  happy  position  of  being 
absolutely  free  from  all  forms  of  pro- 
vincial taxation.  If  Premier  McBrlde's 
ambition  is  realized. 

This,  at  any  rate,  is  the  declaration 
of  Mr.  P.  A.  O'Farrell,  formerly  the 
confidential  agent  of  J.  J.  Hill,  and 
who  is  now  largely  Intereated  in  min- 
ing and  other  ventures  In  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

Mr.  O'Farrell  was  at  the  C.  P.  B. 
headquarters  yesterday,  on  his  way  to 
England.  He  said  that  the  income  of 
British  Columbia,  from  royalties,  land 
sales,  etc.,-'  now  exceeded  the  expendi- 
ture, there  being  a  substantial  surplus 
last  year,  despite  the  fact  that  six 
millions  were  spent  on  wagon  road.s, 
and  some  mllllon.s  as  well  on  surveys. 
The  province  had  a  surplus  now  in  the 
banks  of  nine  million  dollar.i,  the  in- 
terest on  which  was  more  than  sufilcient 
to  pay  the  Interest  on  the  bonded  debt. 

A  great  believer  in  the  province  in 
general  sinu  *n  v».iicouv6r  In  pni  liuu- 
lar,  Mr.  O'Farrell  went  so  far  as  to  pre- 
dict that  the  city  of  Vancouver  would 
ultimately  become  the  greate.«it  on  the 
continent.  A  point  of  significance  was 
that  tho  Canadian  Northern  railway, 
now  building  between  the  Yellow  Head 
Pass  and  Vancouver  would  provide  the 
shortest  route  between  the  Pacific  coast 
and  Duluth  at  the  head  of  the  Great 
Lakes. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  was  about 
to  build  Into  Vancoirver,  the  Canadian 
Pacific  was  Unking  up  another  line  into 
it  by  way  of  Crow's  Nest  Paaa.  .1.  J. 
Hill  was  building  a  line  into  It  over  the 
Hope  nioimtalnp  frnm  Spokane,  the  Bu.-- 
llngton  nillway  had  bought  terminals  In 
llie  city,  the  Northern  Pacific  had  a  line 
In^o  the  city  from  Seattle,  and  so  had 
.T.    J.   Hill. 

There  was  not  the  sllghest  doubt, 
said  Mr.  O'l-'arroll.  tlmt  If  reciprocity 
did  not  go  through,  practically  all  the 
wheat  exported  from  the  prairies,  nnd 
from  the  Mackenzie  and  Peace  lllver 
valleys  ,nr>w  being  opened  up,  would  go 
by  way  of  Vancouver  and  the  Panama 
canal. 

This    Is    "mighty    Interestin'    readln'," 

and    there      la   nothing   in    it   to   which 

very  aerlous  exception  can  be  taken.     It 

la  not  the  whole  truth,  but  ««  far  aa 


It  goes  it  is  true  as  to  facta  and  not 
very  far  astray  jib  to  opinions.  We 
have  great  faith  tn  the  future  of  Van- 
couver, for  example,  but  we  are  not 
prepared  to  admit  that  the  city  on  Bur- 
rard  inlet  will  tjc  the  shipping  point 
of  all  the  western-routed  wheat.  When 
he  speaks  of  the  future  financial  posl-  \ 
tlon  of  British  Columbia  he  is  upon 
ground  wliere  he  can  stand  without  hesi- 
tation, for  as  thlngt  now  look  we  may 
expect  before  long  to  reach  In  this  prov-  | 
inoe  the  happy  position  where  the  tax- 
payers will  be  given  a  rest  so  far  as 
provincial   revenues  are  concerned.

At   leoat    it   la    not 
conscious  of  being  Influenced  by  auch  a 
sentiment;   nevertheless,   It  seems  to  us 
somewhat     Inoorsistent     with     the     fact 
that  CanaTSa  la  a  British  country  «md  Its 
people    chiefly    of    British   descent,    that 
it    rtiould    be    represented   at    a    confer- 
ence   of    repreaentativea    of    the    British 
Empire    by    two    gentlemen    of    French 
extraction   and   only   one   of   British   ex- 
traction.    To  say  this  is  not  to  Impugn 
the   loyalty   of  the   Prime  Minister  and 
Minister   of   Marine   to   the   Empire;   but 
simply    to    state    a    fact,    which    cannot 
fall    to   have    some   weight    in   determin- 
ing   U»«   nn«   of   action   whlcJi   the  Can- 
adian  representatives   will   take   on  Im- 
perial   queatlona.        Mr.    Fielding    is    of 
British   descent,  from  a  United  Empire 
Loyalist     family.     We       thlnU,       inucod. 
that   Sir  Frederick  Borden  is  of  similar 
lineage.     It  wouW,  therefore,  not  be  un- 
fitting   that    Canada    siiould    >e    repre- 
sented   in    London     at     this     particular 
time  not  only  by  two  gentlemen,  whose 
ancestors  were  among  the  original  set- 
tlers of  Quebec,  but  also  by  two  who  re- 
present   half    a    dozen      generations      of 
overseas  Britons. 


The  long  strike  of  the  Spring  Hill, 
Nova  Scotia,  coal  miners  is  at  an  end 
and  has  resulted  disastrously  to  the 
miners,  who  go  to  work  at  reduced 
wages  after  having  lost  at  least  half  a 
million  dollars.  In  addition  to  this  tlie 
miners  have  failed  to  secure  recogni- 
tion of  the  United  Mine  Workers  As- 
sociation. Surely  this  ought  to  demon- 
strate to  workingmen  everywhere  tlic 
folly  of  striking  except  as  a  last  resort. 
The  prime  cause  of  many  labor  troubles 
la  not  with  the  men  themselves  or  witli 
their  employers.  It  Is  very  often  to  be 
found  In  the  activity  of  ^ould-be  lead- 
ers, who  themselves  "toll  not  neither 
do  they  spin,"  but  who  are  able  to  in- 
fluence hard-working  men  in  unaccount- 
able ways.  The  folly  of  self-constituted 
leaders  Is  weakening  trades-unionism 
everywhere.  The  Colonist  has  always 
been  favorable  to  United  Labor.  It  has 
seen  many  excellent  results  from  tlie  or- 
ganization of  working  men.  The  spirit 
of  altruism  whicti  niarka  it  la  uUo- 
gethcr  admirable.  But  no  one  can  liope 
to  deny  successfully  that  United  Labor 
Is  often  very  badly  led.  Thla  la  not 
a  matter  of  surprise,  because  it  cannot 
bo  supposed  that  there  la  any  ereater 
wisdom  in  a  workingman  than  In  any 
one  else.  Leaders  In  all  walks  of  life 
make  errors,  and  there  Is  no  reason  wli.v 
leaders  of  indu.strlal  organizations 
.should  be  exempt  from  them.  It  Is  I'.n- 
fortunately  only  too  true  that  many 
labor  leaders  arc  more  desirous  of  ad- 
vancing some  particuular  cult,  with 
which  they  are  Identified,  than  of  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  those  who  look 
to  them  tor  guidance.  Granting  for  tiie 
sake  of  tho  argument  that  Socialism  Ih 
a  desirable  thing.  Us  consummation  Ih 
far  too  distant  for  men  who  have  to 
make  their  living  to  trust  their  welfare 
in  the  hands  of  leaders  who  are  known 
to  aim  at  bringing  about  spclallstlc  con- 
ditions. ^  ■,.■«,.,-"       i>:         ■

The  Hull  House  move- 
mnt  in  Chicago,  the  work  done  in  this 
way  by  the  Yonug  Women's  Christian 
Associations.  the  business  women'i* 
clubs  m  various  cities  are  all  attempts 
to  meet  a  very  real  dlfjfiouUy.  In 
Montreal  public  spirited  citizens  have 
contributed  towsrdf  the  erection  of  a 
business  woman's  club,  where,  without 
any  suspicion  of  receiving  charity,  wo- 
men  workers  may   live 

In  Toronto  much  good  work  of  this 
sort  has  been  done  in  the  past,  and  a 
new  venture  is  described  In  the  current 
Issue  of  the  Canadian  Courier.  Mrs. 
Georgina  Broughall,  who  has  for  many 
years  been  a  friend  to  the  women 
wage-earners    of    the    city,    has    opened 


the    Georgina    Home,    which    is    thus    de- 
scribed: 

"In  11  llieie  in  Hcconnuuda-lion  for  a 
large  number  ut  young  women,  who 
can  secure  a  well-furnished  bedrooni 
and  good  meals  for  a  very  reasoniiblo 
sum.  Here  they  may  ent.n-tiUn  their 
friends  in  little  private  sitting-rooms 
or  In  the  public  drawing-room.  Where 
there  is  usually  a  merry  company 
ready  to  Join  in  a  song  or  roll  up  the 
rugs  and  trip  the  light  fantastic  to  tho 
cheerful  notes  of  the  piano.  Music, 
singing,  games  and  dancing  are  all  en- 
couraged, for  it  Is  the  theory  of  the 
founder  that  whoiosome  amusement  is 
an   excellent  tonic   for   the  young. 

"Then  there  is  another  room  fur- 
nished a  little  more  elaborately  than 
the  others,  and  this,  through  the  kind- 
ness of  Miss  Grand,  Is  a  rest-room  for 
convalescents  who  are  unable  to  pay 
their  way  while  they  are  recovering 
from   an   Illness. 

"And  then  there  Is  a  room  made  into 
a  tiny  church,  with  a  small  altar  and 
pews.  Mrs.  Broughall  understanding 
thoroughly  the  psychological  laws  of 
frUggeBtlon,  wisely  thought  that  tb'B  re- 
minder— this  room,  resembling  a 
church,  would  often  bring  peace  and 
quietness    and    blessing." 

In  a  modest  way  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of 
this  city  is  endeavoring  to  fill  a  similar 
need.  But  already  the  accommodation 
Is  ov-rtP"*^  'rh«»  repairs  which  were 
necessary  had  not  yet  been  completed 
when  the  need  of  additionai  ro»>««»  was 
felt.  No  better  work  could  be  done 
by  generous  citizens  than  to  make  pro- 
vision for  a  building  where  the  women 
at  work  in  Victoria,  who  have  no  homes 
of  their  own,  could  live  In  comfort  and 
independence.

It  is  a  trouble 
to  correct  ourselves  and  a  sUil  greater 
difficulty  to  watch  and  train  the  chil- 
dren. But  this  trouble  educated  Eng- 
lisbwomen  are  willing  to  take.  It  is 
this  which  makes  It  a  pleasure  Just 
to  hear  an  English  lady  of  the  old 
school  speak.  Yet  more  pleasant  is  It 
to  listen  to  the  sweet  voicas  of  tho 
children. 

there  are  many  mothers  and  many 
teachers  among  ourselves  who  are  aa 
cai^eful  as  can  be  desired.  In  singing 
and  "rcsullnc  and  spcakins  no  pains  are 
spared  In  training  the  little  folks.  But 
in  speaking  It  is  to  be  feared  the  rule 
is  the  other  way.  Tlme^  Is  spent  in  teach- 
ing many  subjects  and  this  very  im- 
portant one  of  carefu!  speech  is 
neglected.  We  will  all  do  well  if  we 
remember  that  in  this  matter  as  in 
many  others  wo  are  iayins  thts  fouu- 
datlon  on  which  the  future  of  a  na- 
tion  must   be   built.

Steps  Now  Be'ing  Taken  Will 
Place  City  in  Favorable  Po- 
sition from  SanHary  Stand- 
point. 


The  Intention  of  the  city  to  call  for 
tenders  fop  the  disposal  of  garbage  will' 
not  be  carried  out  for  sme  time.  A 
search  of  the  records  at  the  city  hall  has 
disclosed  that  a  contract  entered  into 
early  last  year  with  Captain  Gardiner 
for  the  hauling  out  to  sea  of  non-com- 
bustible refuse  will  not  terminate  until 
the  end  of  the  present  year.  In  view  of 
this  fact  no  new  contract  can  be  en- 
tered Into  although,  since  the  Improvetl 
system  of  garbage  collection  has  been  in- 
augurated, the  work  to  be  done  by  Cap- 
tain Gardiner  has  greatly  Increased. 

The  request  of  the  medical  health  of- 
ficer that  a  new  and  larger  Incinerator 
be  erected  at  the  city  wharf  at  the  foot 
of  Telegraph  street  will  be  met.  Plans 
will  ue  prapaxad  and  tcudcrs  cs.UcJ  for 
the  structure  which,  with  the  Incinera- 
tor alreo-dy  In  use.  Is  expected  to  meet 
all  requirements  for  the  next  five  year's 
No  provision  was  made  in  this  year's 
estimates  of  expenditure  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  new  Incinerator  and  there 
Is  nothing  remaining  in  the  old  incinera- 
tor bylaw  loan  to  be  devoted  to  this  pur- 
pose, but  some  means  will  be  found  to 
provide  for  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
plant. 

Two  Oarbaffe  Wbarvei 

The  suggestion  made  by  the  medical 
health  officer  that  two  wharves  be  se- 
cured, one  in  James  Bay  and  the  other 
In  Victoria  West,  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  the  collection  and  hauling 
out  to  sea  of  garbage  from  these  two 
sections  of  the  city,  will  be  carried  out 
if  a  convenient  wharf  site  can  be  se- 
cured in  Victoria  West.  A  search  for 
such  a  site  has  disclose^  the  fact  that 
there  Is  none  available.  Sites  that  are 
anyway  sheltered  are  dangerous  to  navi- 
gation and  other  sites  are  altogether 
too  much  exposed  to  permit  of  mooring 
the  garbage  scows.  At  James  Bay  the 
city  already  has  a  wliarf  but  as  there 
Is  only  three  feet  of  water  at  low  tide  con- 
siderable dredging  will  have  to  be  done. 
While  a  search  for  a  convenient  site  In 
Victoria  West  will  be  immediately  un- 
dertaken, the  James  Bay  wharf  will  be 
utilized. 

The  distribution  of  garbage  cans  is 
proceeding  and  already  some  1,600  out  of 
the  proposed  8,000  have  been  distri- 
buted while  twelve  men  and  eight  carts 
are  now  busy  collecting  refuse  matter 
and  making  regular  deliveries  to  the 
wharf  at  the  foot  of  Telegraph  street,

"Take  the  change  here,"  said  the  doc- 
tor, waving  his  arm  over  the  harbor.

Now,  you  have  this  great 
hotel  with  Its  admirable  system  of 
drainage,  raised  as  firmly  as  If  on  solid 
rock,  with  its  fine  lawns  and  beautiful 
rockeries,  artificial  lakes  and  rose  per- 
srola. 

"The  only  bit  of  block  pavement  I 
remember  ton  years  ago  was  on  that 
section  of  Fort  street  between  Govern- 
ment and  Douglas  streets.  I  do  not 
think  there  were  any  permanent  side- 
walks In  the  whole  city,  and,  of  course, 
there  was  no  attempt  at  the  boulevard- 
Ing,  which  now  give*  an  added  charm 
to  the  unrivalled  natural  beauties  of 
this  wonderland  of  the  western  world."

Former  Master  Tells  of  Crank- 
iness on  Vancouver-Sechelt 
Route — Shipping  IVIen  Not 
Averse  to  Type. 


Many  experts  were  called  yesterday 
before  the  formal  Investigation  held  by 
Mr..  Justice  Martin,  with  two  nautical 
assessors,  concerning  the  loss  ot  the 
steamer  Sechelt,  to  give  opinions  re- 
garding the  suitability  of  the  type  of 
shelter  declc  steamers  for  service  in 
British  Columbia  waters,  some  upholtl- 
Ing  the  type,  while  others  held  that 
what  was  required  to  safeguard  lives 
was  some  regulation  of  the  manner  of 
loading  steamers.  Air.  T.  Q.  Mitchell, 
Lloyd's  surveyor;  Mr.  F.  M.  Richardson, 
consulting  engineer:  Mr.  A.  J.  C.  Rob- 
ertson, naval  architect  of  Vancouver; 
Mr.  R.  M.  Hardle,  supt.  of  the  B.  C. 
Marine  railway,  draughtsman  and  de- 
signing engineer;  Mr.  T.  Alexander, 
asatst.-supt.  engineer  of  the  C.  P.  K. 
coast  service,  and  Capt.  Rennle,  steve- 
dore, were  called  as  experts. 

Mr.  T.  G„  Mitchell  .said  that  In  or- 
dinary weather  he  considered  the  type 
of  vessel  safe,  and  tbe  Sechelt  was  a 
safe  vessel  for  the  run  between  Van- 
couver and  Sechelt.  He  had  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  waters  between  Victoria  and 
Sooke.  He  had  surveyed  the  vessel 
after  ,her  stranrting.s  and  knew  that  she 
was  placed  In  seawortliy  condition  after- 
wards. Capt.  Rennle  had  surveyed  the 
Sechelt  for  some  of  the  underwriters 
after  her  stranding.  He  knew  that  she 
had  been  originally  built  as  the  tug 
Hattle  Hansen,  and  the  superstructure 
had  been  added  afterwards.  The  stow- 
age of  cargo  In  the  upper  deck  of  a 
single  deck  vessel  would  have  a  ten- 
dency to  make  the  vessel  topheavy.  The 
placing  of  ballast  and  the  weight  of 
the  machinery  and  coal  in  the  hold 
would   ofTset    this. 

Baha-vsd  Wall. 

Mr.  Frank  M.  Richardson,  consulting 
engineer  of  Vancouver,  said  he  had 
been  consulting  engineer  for  the  Sechelt 
Steamship  company  and  hud  been  In  the 
Sechelt  In  heavy  weather,  when  she  be- 
haved well,  in  beam  seas  as  well  as 
others.  She  was  a  good  sea  boat. 
Freight  had  always  been  carried  on  her 
main  deck.  There  were  open  spaces  at 
her  sides,  and  engine  room  casing  which 
he  considered  strong  enougli  to  with- 
stand ordinary  weather.  The  steamer 
was  not  built  to  go  deep-sea.  She  was 
all  right  for  the  trade  she  was  In.  The 
type  was  used  in  many  places  he  had 
been.  When  in  the  service  of  the  Borneo 
government  he  noticed  that  a  big  fleet 
of  the  same  type  of  vessels  was  used 
in  the  waters  "^  off  Borneo,  having  the 
same  arrangement  of  engine  room  cas- 
ing, and  they  had  to  withstand  weather, 
they  were  mostly  built  in  China  and 
sent  south.  Of  course,  the  Sechelt  was 
no  vessel  In  which  to  attempt  an  ocean 
voyage.  She  had  stone  ballast,  about 
two  or  three  tons. 

Mr.  A.  J.  C.  Robertson,  naval  archi- 
tect, said  the  Sechelt  was  a  shade  deck 
type  of  steamer,  built  originally  as  a 
tug  with  a  house  afterward  added.  ITo 
considered  siich  a  superstructure,  not 
an  integral  part  of  the  hull  which  would 
reduce  her  seaworthy  capacity,  being  in 
the  nature  of  a  box,  not  of  a  ship. 
Open  spaces,  such  as  those  ton  the 
Sechelt,  might  affect  her  buoyancy  to 
the  edge  of  the  bulwarks.  Ke  con- 
sidered that  it  was  not  difficult  for 
naval  a-rchitects  to  evolve  a  typo  for 
trades  not  .«iufflclent  to  allow  of  large 
vessels  being  used,  and  where  small 
package  freight  reaulred  easy  hundllnj;. 
Taking  into  account  the  beam  and  depth 
to  which  the  steamer  was  loaded  he 
did  not  consider  the  Sechelt  safe. 

Mr.  R.  M.  Hardle,  said  he  considered 
the  type  all  right,  excepting  as  to  tha 
open  'spaces.  .Suporstruoture  usually 
added  to  a  vessel's  scaworthlnoas.  When 
boats  carried  passengers  thero  ."ihould 
be  a  limit  to  the  cargo  and  regulation 
of  the  manner  In  which  It  was  stowed. 
What  he  thought  wjjs  most  required  was 
the  regulation  of  the  loading  of  cargo 
on   ships  carrying   passengers. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Langley.  counsel  for  tlie 
Dominion  government,  said  that  thero 
had  now  been  two  cases  in  which  ves- 
sels had  been  lost  when  a  galo  was  not 
pr«>v«1ling.  Hr»  asked  the  witness  If 
with  his  knowledge  he  could  give  any 
excuse  for  either  the  Sechelt  or  *Iro- 
quots    golnc;    down. 

Mr.  Hardle  said  he  didn't  know  any- 
thing about  having  to  offer  an  excuse — 
excuse    to    whom?    he    asked.      He    con- 
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sldered  both  boats  under  certain  con- 
ditions would  have  made  the  voyage 
safely.  He  said  government  regulation 
was  required  to  govern  the  amount  of 
freight  to  be  loaded  and  manner  in 
which  it  was  stowed.  This  v.-as  es- 
sential   in    small    vessels. 

Mr.  Alexander  said  the  Sechelt  was 
an  awning  or  shelter  deck  type.  As 
to  the  open  spaces  spoken  of,  they  were 
on  many  vessels.  The  Princess  Vic- 
toria had  them  aft.  He  considered  the 
type  successful  as  a  type.  Everything 
depended  on  structure  and  stability. 
Judging  from  what  he  had  heard  he 
considered  the  Sechelt  had  listed  over, 
remained  on  her  side  and  got  in  a  tide 
rip,  when  water  liad  flooded  in  on  her 
lee  side  and  listed  lier  more.  The  open 
Kpacos  did  not  necoRRartly  affect  her 
stability.  This  was  governed  by  the  lo- 
cation of  the  metacentric  point,  the 
centre  of  gravity,  beyond  which  a  ves- 
sel must  not  roll  to  bo  safe.  This  was 
different  in  every  vessel.  He  suggested 
the  appointment  of  a  board  consisting 
of  9.  naval  architect,  a  practical  ship- 
builder jsini  a.  shipmaster  to  t-dss  »i">n 
vessels  and  regulate  as  to  their  struc- 
ture, stability  and  loading  conditions. 

Capt.  G.  W.  Trenchard,  now  engaged 
as  a  carpenter,  told  of  operating  the 
steamer  Woodslde  between  Victoria  and 
Sooke  between  1883  and  1887,  and  he 
said  he  had  never  to  stop  for  weather 
aithough  it  was  bad  at  times.  He  did 
not   consider   the   waters   dangerous. 

Mr.  Harry  Eil.  who  had  been  a  pas- 
senger on  the  Sechelt,  told  of  a  voyage 
made  by  him  when  a  cow  jumped  from 
the  starboard  cargo  port  and  he  testi- 
fied that  it  took  25  minutes  to  get  a 
boat  out.  that  the  tackles  were  fast 
at  but  one  end  of  the  boats,  and  that 
there  was  some  debris  in  the  starboard 
boat.  He  was  cross-examined  at  length 
by  Mr.  Bass,  who  stated  he  would  call 
a  witness  to  contradict  his  statements. 
Captain    Bemay's    Evidence. 

Captain  Bernays,  one  time  naval  offi- 
cer, commander  of  torpedo  boats  and 
destroyers,  one  time  In  charge  of  the 
Seaman's  Institute  at  Vancouver,  more 
recently  In  command  of  the  lost 
steamer  Sechelt,  and  now  manager  of  a 
dog  and  cat  hospital,  said  the  lost 
steamer  Sechelt  was  very  cranky  and 
had  almost  turned  turtle  when  he  had 
charge  oi  iier.  She  had  leaked  In 
various  places  and  was  unseaworthy. 
He  had  been  obliged  to  leave  her  after 
constant  complaints  to  her  former 
owners.  She  always  rolled  heavily  with 
wind  abaft  the  beam  or  on  the  quarter 
and  passengers  would  not  travel  on 
her.  She  had  not  had  her  passenger 
license  renewed  for  two  years  when  run 
by  the  Sechelt  company.  He  had  never 
made  reports  concerning  her  to  the  au- 
thorities, fearing  to  get  himself  Into 
trouble   with   steamship   owners. 

The  Inquiry  then  adjourned  until  this 
morning  after  a  report  from  Mr.  B.  B. 
W^hltney,  U.  S.  steamboat  inspector,  re- 
garding the  vessel,  and  the  evidence 
given  by  Mr.  Frank  McKenna  a  passen- 
ger who  left  the  steamer  at  William 
Head,  who  said  he  considered  the  ves- 
sel wafe  and  was  not  alarmed  was  put 
in  from  the  preliminary  Inquiry  as  he 
could  not  be  located.  The  cousel  will 
sum  up  the  evidence  this  morning  and 
the  Inquiry  will  probably  end  today.

New  Osaka  Shosen  Kalsha 
Liner  at  Outer  Wharf  One 
Day  Ahead  of  Schedule  o^i 
Her  IVIaiden  Voyage. 


Italians  are  raising  tons  of  grapes 
In    tlie    Sirdar    district. 

The  mystery  surrounding  the  disap- 
pearance and  deot-h  of  Alotondor  .-Sin- 
clair, a  Vancouver  hor.so  buyer,  near 
ICam loops,  has  boon  partially  soU-cd  by 
the  discovery  of  Sinclair's  body.  But 
a  few  cents  were  found  in  the  pockets, 
while  Sinclair  was  known  to  have  had 
several  thousand  dollars  with  him.  Foul 
play  is  suggested  and  special  Investi- 
gation  has   been    ordered. 


One  day  ahead  of  her  schedule,  the 
new  steamer  Canada  Maru  of  the  Osaka 
Shosen  kalsha  reached  the  outer  wharf 
yesterday  with  4  saloon  and  174  steer- 
aKe  passengers.  Including  108  Chinese 
for  Victoria,  and  a  cargo  of  2,000  tons 
of  general  freight,  of  which  250  tons 
of  rice,  rattan  furniture  and  the  usual 
shipments  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  mer- 
chandise was  landed  here.  The  cargo 
included  620  bales  of  silk.  Among  tho 
passengers  was  Mr.  S.  Murata,  finan- 
cial agent  of  the  line,  who  is  returning 
to  Tacoma  from  a  trip  to  Osaka.  Other 
passengers  were  Mr.  J.  Donald,  who 
came  from  Northern  India  to  make  his 
home  In  Victoria,  and  who  was  visiting 
Canton  the  day  previous  to  the  recent 
uprising  by  the  revolutionists  In  w'hlch 
several  hundred  were  killed;  Messrs. 
E.  J.  Fay,  D.   Steel  and  J.  W.  Hawee. 

The  new  steamer,  which  Is  command- 
ed by  Capt.  Horl,  Is  similar  in  construc- 
tion to  ttie  five  other  steamers  of  thni 
Osaka  Shosen  kaisha  line,  which  have- 
been  running  Into  this  port  for  some 
time.  She  Is  a  passenger  and  freight 
steamer  of  6,000  tons  register,  400  feet 
long,  51  feet  beam,  and  32.6  feet  deep. 
She  has  capacity  for  9  seloon  and  180 
steerage  passengers.  She  is  a  twin 
screw  vessel  with  triple  expanison  en- 
gines, and  has  a  sea  speeu  o(  fifteen 
knots. 

Victim*  of  '7oloano 

News  was  brought  by  the  steamer 
Canada  Maru  that  when  the  annual  fes- 
tival of  the  shrine  on  the  summit  of 
Asama  volcano  was  held  on  May  8th 
and  several  hundred  pilgrims  who  h« 
ascended  to  the  shrine  were  returning 
the  volcano  erupted  and  there  was  seri- 
ous loss  of  life.  A  tremendous  report, 
felt  as  far  distant  as  Tokyo,  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  column  of  lava  and  smoke 
rising  several  thousand  feet  and  the 
pilgrims  were  showered  with  molten 
lava.  Some  corpses  were  found  at  the 
summit,  after  the  eruption,  shrivelled 
up  by  the  red-hot  lava.  The  number 
of  dead  could  not  be  learned  up  to  the 
time  the  steamer  saileu,  but  Bcarchlng 
parties  found  a  number  of  bodies,  tho 
clothing,  hair  and  portions  of  limbs  be- 
ing  burned   away. 

Several  survivors  were  found  near 
the  foot  of  the  volcano,  who  had  thrill- 
ing tales  to  tell  of  their  sufferings. 
Police  from  the  Komoro  village  did 
some  heroic  work,  rescuing  a  number  of 
people,  some  of  wlhom  had  been  crip- 
pled by  falling  stones.  The  villages  of 
Takazakl  and  Maebssh'l  near  the  foot  of 
the  volcano  were  showered  with  ashes.

Group  of  Montreal  Capitalists 
Secure  Control  of  Compan- 
ies and  Water  Powers  Near 
G,  T,  P.  Terminus. 


MONTREAL,  '  May  80.— Arrange- 
ments concluded  here  today  resulted 
In  a  group  of  prominent  Montrealers 
securing  control  of  the  largest  water 
powers  In  the  vicinity  of  Prince  Ru- 
pert, the  Pacific  terminus  of  the  G.T. 
P.  Railway. 

The  local  "  interests  are  headed  by 
Chas.  H.  Cahan,  K.C.,  president  of  the 
Western  Power  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  H.  A. 
Lovett,  K.C..  who  during  the  past  year 
has  been  identified  with  some  of  the 
largest  linancial  deals  that  have  been 
carried  through  in  Canada.  It  is  their 
intention  to  form  the  Prince  Rn^ert 
Hydro-Electric  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  a  capi- 
tal or  50,oi>o.oou,  or  wnich  $3,uuu,ooo 
will  be  Issued.  T^6  company  will 
also  have  $3,000,000  of  five  per  cent, 
first  mortgage  bonds,  of  which  $2,500,- 
000  are  to  be  Issued  at  present. 

The  Prince  Rupert  Hydro-Electric 
Company  has  acquired  the  control  of 
the  Tslmpsian  Light  and  Power  Co., 
of  the  Continental  Light  and  Power 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  water  rights  on  the 
Khtada  and  Falls  rivers,  branches  of 
the  Skeena  river,  which  were  formerly 
controlled  by  these  two  companies. 
These  water  powers,  which  are  located 
about  forty-two  miles  from  Prince  Ru- 
pert, are  capable  of  developing  at  least 
25.000  to  30,000  horse  power  of  elec- 
trical energf>'.
